COURT DECISION. 


In sustaining validity of the railroad 
bonds issued by North Carolina and pur­ 
chased by South Dakota the decision of 
the United States supreme court to day Is 
considered an important one and as m ark­ 
ing a new departure in ordering the sale 
of property in dispute in case of failure 
to satisfy judgment. Justice Brewer said 
there was “no reasonfible doubt of validity 
of the bonds and mortgages in contro­ 
versy” nor “question respecting éhe title 
of South Dakota to the bonds,” and he as­ 
sorted the jurl.sdiction of the court In 
cases brought by one state ag:ainst an­ 
other to enforce property rights; ,H e 
added: 


“Wc are confronted w ith the contentibfi 
that there is no power in 6iis court to en­ 
force such a judgment and that such lack 
of power is conclusive evidence that, not­ 
withstanding the general language of the 
constitution, tóere is an implied exception 
of actions brought to recover môhey. 
Public property held by any m unicipalité 
city, county 


•%‘izure upon execution because it is held 
by such corporation, not as part of its 
private assets, hpt as trustee for public 
purpose.s, 
» There is In this case a 
mortgage of property and sale of that 
property under foroclo.sure may satisfy 
the plaintifTs claim. If that should be the 
result there would be no nece-ssity for 
personal judgment against 
the state. 
Equity is satisfied by decree for foreclo­ 
sure and 'sale of mortgaged property, 
leaving the question of judgment out for 
any deficiency to be determined w’hen, if 
ever, it ari.se.s. And surely if, as we have 
often held, this court has jurlsdiciic.n of 
any action by one state against another 
to recover a tract of land there would 
seem to be no doubt of jurisdiction of one 
to render‘a decree for the sale of personal 
property.” 


The bonds wore presented to South Da­ 
kota for aid of the state university with 
the end in view of prevailing upon that 
state to bring an original action in the 
supreme court, which action has now 
proved succe.ssful. There are about $250,- 
ÙOO worth of other bonds outstanding.

TREATY RATIFIED. 


In executive sc.'^slon to day the senate 
ratified the naturalization treaty between 
the, I ’nited States and ayti. The treaty 
provides that citizens of Ilayti who may 
be naturalized in the United States and 
then return to Ilayti shall eea.se to be con­ 
sidered citizens of this country after ar^ 
ab.sence of five years. A letter w'as read 
from Secretary Hay saying that the spe- 
eiiil reason for the five-year provision was 
found In complaint from TIayi5 that bnder 
existing conditions some Il.aitlcns come 
to the United States and remain long 
enough to becomc nattu'alized, returning 
to their own #r;ountry to foment trouble 
and then take refuge tnider their Ameri­ 
can citizenship, 


ANSWEilS INQUIRIES. 


Attorney General Knox, in answ’er to in­ 
quiries whether the bill recently intro­ 
duced in the senate to amend the inter­ 
state commerce and anti-trust laws .so as 
to relieve forcing commerce from their 
operation and .so enable contracts to be 
entered into in reasonable restraint of 
commerce, was Introduced with the know­ 
ledge and support of the administration, 
replied “ab.solutely no.”' 


In response to a question as to his views 
on the wi.sdom of the amendments he 
quotes the answer he made to a similar 
inquiry of the president a year ago when 
an effort was made for exactly a similar 
amendment, and makes reply at consider­ 
able length. lie makes a number of ob­ 
jections to the proposed legi.slation and 
says it would virtually nullify section 5 
of the interstate commerce law% which is 
the anti-pooling section.

The governor bases his 
refu.sal upon an opinion just submitted to 
him by Attorney General Genneen, who 
bolds that there is not sufficient''evidence 
to .show Zeigler was in St. Louis in A j^l| 
liiOl, when the crime is alleged tb have 
been committed.

Palma to action of rioters at Cienfugos, 
w’ho, continuing disturbances wiiich broke 
out as a result of disputes over election 
registrars, yesterday vented ill feeling by 
flinging mud upon the escutcheon hang­ 
ing over the entrance to the United States 
consulate, nractically covering the escut­ 
cheon w'ith mud and filth. The president 
said he deeply regretted the incident and 
added he would i.ssue directions the cul­ 
prit.^': be arrested and punished.

Press regarding a statement made by the 
Sun, the governor of AVinchester prison 
to night said positively that Mrs. May- 
brick was not confined there. 


The whereabouts of Mr.s. Maybrick are 
variously announced in the newspapers 
as Cprnwall, ollowa.v and .seaboimd for 
ihe Ignited States. 


The Chronicle, w'hich is under the .s;ame 
ownership as Lloyd’s "w'eekly newspaper, 
the Journal, that on Sunday published the 
Btory of Mrs. Maybrick’s reíase, declares 
the statement that she ha.«? sailed for the 
United States is untrue, and adds that she 
Is sill in England and that certain condi­ 
tions attached to her liberation impel her 
to exercise great discretion in her atti­ 
tude tow'ard the public and for a time at 
least it will only be possible for her to ac­ 
knowledge through the press her grati­ 
tude for the efforts of her sympathizers 
in obtaining her release. 


The News says the w’hereabouts of the 
institution in w^hich Mrs, Maybrick is re­ 
cuperating is kept a profound secret, be- 
cau.se she is still In the custody of the au­ 
thorities. 


“In fact,” the paper say.s, “Mrs. May­ 
brick and her custodians are concealing 
their identity and this is necessitated by 
her being privileged to walk abroad with 
her female wardens. It is understood that 
after a period of rest .she will return 
either to Wolking or allow'ay prison to 
receive formal discharge on .special li­ 
cense.” 


Honors Shown Former Secretary 
Root by President Roosevelt— 
Went to His Residence anc 
PersonallyBade HimGood Bye 


Washington, Feb. l.~A t the war depart­ 
ment at noon to day William H. Taft, of 
Ohio, took the oath of office as secretary 
of war in the presence of several members 
of the cabinet, general staff and a number 
of personal friends. 
* 


The president walked from the white 
house to the residence of former Secre­ 
tary Root in Jackson square shortly before 
train time this afternoon personally to 
.«ay good bye to the retiring secretary and 
Mr.s. Root. As the president came up the 
avenue Troop F, Fifteenth cavalry, was 
lined up in front of the secretary’s house 
ready ot escort him to the station. The 
pre.sident went at once to the secretary's 
study, where ho was soon followed by 
Lieutenant General Chaffei>, chief of staff, 
and his a.ssistants, Major Generals Gilles­ 
pie and Blips. 
Governor Taft, the new 
secretary, came a few minutes later. Af­ 
ter ten minutes conversation the party 
emerged from the house. The president 
walked with Mr.s. Root, whom he assisted 
Into the carriage. 
He then with a firm 
grip of the hand b ad e the secretary 
feeling farewell. 
After eln.i^lng the car­ 
riage door himself the president turned 
and bowing to the crowd which had gath­ 
ered, walked rapidly back to the white 
house. Secretary and Mrs. Root drove to 
tile station, preceded by the cavalry and 
followed by the new secretary of war. 
chief of staff and his a.ssistants. The e.x- 
traordinary militar.v honor.s .shown the re­ 
tiring secretary were done nt the direc­ 
tion of the president.

Scarecely less obvious w’-’re seventeen ex­ 
its, nearly all eading ^o alleys on each 
side of the theatre, eoch exit marked in 
large black letter.s, F'lrther to direct the 
audience, a gas jet with red globe burned 
each door. Aisles If'd directly to the ex­ 
its, a reformation which cost thè theatre 
300 seats, chiefly /n the balconies.

DAMAGE BY WIND.

BURNED m HOME 


Council Bluff.s, Iowa, Feb. 
2.—At 
1 
O’clock this (Tuesday) morning the resi­ 
dence of Peter Christiansen, Sixteenth av­ 
enue and Third street, w’as destroyed by 
fire, his five children, ranging from a babe 
in arms to 11 years, burned to death and 
Mr.s. Christiansen burned so she will die. 
Her husband was in the country at the 
time. No one knows how' the fire started. 
The dead: 


EDNA, aged 11. 
FRANK, aged K. 
LINA, aged 4. 
JANE, aged 2. 
BABY, aged 5 months. 
Just before 1 o’clock this morning Mrs. 
Christian.'sen woke up and discovered the 
interior of the hou.se was in fiames. She 
rushed, to the room where the children 
were sleeping. That room was a mass of 
flames and it was impoBsible to gain en- 
tran,ce. She gave the alarm and neighbors 
attempted to .save the house, but being 
frame it burned rapidly and was totally 
consumed before the arrival of the depart­ 
ment. 


The bodies of the children were cre­ 
mated, only blackened trunks remaining 
^fr.*!. Christiansen is terribly burned about 
the face and body. She says there w’as a 
fire in the kitchen stove, but it was low 
iind this w%as the only stove and eotise- 
quently the only fire in the house. 


PHILIPPINE REPORT 


Washington, Feb. 1.—The pre.«ldcnt to 
day sent to the senate the annual report 
of the Philippines commission, including 
the report of the governor of the Philip­ 
pines and the reports of heads of execu­ 
tive departments for the period ended Dec. 
23, 1903. 
The report contains a detailed 
statement of expenditures under appro­ 
priation of $:),000,00<} for relief of distress in 
the Philippines islands. 
Governor Taft 
says that at no time has there been le ^ 
ladronism than when the report on the 
subject was written Dec. 10, 1903. and that 
semi-official statement saying telegraphic 
di.sposition of the native-s is more favor­ 
able to securing Independence through 
peaceful methods. 


Governor Taft reviews at length nego­ 
tiations leading up to the pi*e.sent status 
of the friars’ land settlement. He says he 
is officially informed the number of friars 
in the islands is 246, compared with 1,013 
in 1S9S. Governor Taft says: “ Whatever 
may happen during the first few months 
of the coming of American bishops, it is 
ccrtain the spirit of the American Catho­ 
lic church is so different from that of the 
Spanish church from a political stand­ 
point that the influence of the Spanish 
friars will gradually wane and that of 
the American bishops become cohtrolling, 
bringing about that wiilch we so much de­ 
sire—Americanizing of the Roman Catholic 
church In the Philippines.” 


Taft considers the future of railroad and 
other public works in the islands very 
bright and says this will revolutionize the 
interior trade ^of the i.slands and have a 
marked efl^ect on export trade. 
Only 10 
per cent of the population of school age 
are attending public school.«;. He believe« 
several millions should be expended ia 
construction of schools. 


Concerning the sultan of Jolo, w’ho has 
repeatedly violated the Bates agreement 
and has forfeited American rights under 
It, General Wood’s report on the sultan's 
violations of the agreement i.<? appended.

A Mafcnlflcent Ornament. 


One of the haiulsome crystal chan­ 
deliers taken from the east room of the 
White House before its recent renova­ 
tion has been placed in position in the 
room of the committee on the District 
of Columbia of the senate. It was rec­ 
ognized as eminentjy proper that one of 
tbese handsome ornaments should go to 
thè District committee. The chandelier 
is regarded as one of the hamlsomest of 
its kind anywhere. 
It is formed of 
Koglish cut glass and contains 5,000 
plec^, c*osting originally |4,(KK). When 
It was hanging at the White House it 
was not wired for electric lighting, but 
before being placed in Senator Galiiii- 
get’s room it was fully provided with 
attachments for electric fixtures and 
will contain forty-eight electric lights, 
with globes bearing the national coat of 
arms. There were three of these chan­ 
deliers at the White House, but the 
three have^ been taken to make one per­ 
fect piece, some of the parts having 
been injured. The chandelier is very 
generally regarded as superior to the 
chandeliers that have been placed in 
the east room since the remodeling and, 
in fact, is looked upon as possessing ar­ 
tistic and ornamental qualities oiF^the 
highest order. 


A Moro Amenai. 


The senate committee on military 
affairs has a Moro arsenal. On the 
walls of its room and adjacent to its 
long table there was arranged, dur­ 
ing the holidays a bristling collection 
of bolos, swords with fearful blades 
and wonderfully shaped knives which 
It makes one’s blood curdle to look at. 
The centerpiece is a coat of mail fash­ 
ioned of steel links. Another of the ar­ 
ticles on exhibition is a thick helmet 
of brass, with large hinged flaps to 
protect tte eara of the warrion.

place - of 
bread, meat and fowl, but fish in every 
Imaginable form, cooked and uncooked, 
is eaten. 
Even the eyes do not go to 
waste. It would take no end of time to 
enumerate what Japan has not, such 
as beds, chairs, shoes, except wooden 
and straw shoes; bolts, locks, keys, 
wardrobes, washstands, etc. When one 
falls ill in Japan the patient pays for 
the medicine consumed. 
The doctor 
asks no fee, but expects a present. 
Theatrical performances begin in the 
morning and, like the brook, go on for­ 
ever. 
The audience all come provided 
with food. 
Long social calls are good 
form, and one must always ask the age 
and income of his acquaintance. 
A 
woman’s dress and style of hairdress­ 
ing usually indicate her exact age. 


A woman always goes hatless in Ja­ 
pan, and her hair is neatly dressed and 
adorned with little shell ornaments or 
a flower or two. Man in Japan, as 
throughout the east, is considered heav- 
eu born, while woman is of the earth 
earthy, created to cater to his lord­ 
ship’s whims. A man expects his wife 
to be faithful, and a good mother to his 
children. When he wishes entertain­ 
ment or brilliant conversation he seeks 
It among the geisha girls .in the tea 
houses, who are carefully Selected for 
their wit, beauty and intelligence. They 
are the brightest, best informed and 
most accomplished of Japanese wom­ 
en. They are educated to entertain as 
conversationists, mimics, actresses and 
musicians. 
Dancing in Japan is al­ 
ways done by hired girls, and courtship 
is done by proxy. A kiss is the height 
of impropriety, but seminakedness and 
promiscuous bathing among men, wo­ 
men and children counts for nothing. 
It is only within recent years that a 
law forces every man to wear a loin 
cloth. The toiler in the field and the 
fisher on the sea seem to find it a su­ 
perfluous garment. 


The Japanese are veritable salaman­ 
ders* Heat has no terror for them, andi 
they usually bathe in water about 120 
F. A Japanese bathroom is always 
open to as many as it can accommo­ 
date. As for privacy, lock and key are 
rarely found in a real Japanese inn or 
house. The bath is taken after this 
fashion: Every one proceeds, as Taffy 
said, to make himself clean by a thor 
ough rubdown of soap and water, then 
a dash of hot water to remove all soap, 
then a soak of from five to eight min­ 
utes in the tank of boiling watçr. This 
same water answers for all and is kept 
hot by a charcoal fire beneath the tub. 
Bathing is a continuous process in Ja­ 
pan. 
. 


Japan is the land of small things. 
The little ones of Japan have heads 
and faces that resemble Dutch cheeses 
and seem always good natured and 
happy. In fact, it, is called the land of 
the child’s “paradise. 
Everything is 
done for tlie w ee tots, who tumble and 
totter about in their tiny clogs like 
animated, gpyly dressed dolls. As they 
are gently touched by the hand of 
time the somberness of their dress 
increases as well as the elaborateness 
of their coiffure. 
Even these dear lit­ 
tle ones are ceremoniously polite, al­ 
ways bowing low". 
The 
salutation, 
which is most ceremonious, consists in 
getting down on the knees, spreading 
the hands on the mats and bowing the 
face to the floor. 


In their pastimes they allow them­ 
selves plenty of time, and I note par­ 
ticularly the absence of ruffians and 
rude horse play in a Japanese crowd. 
Many strange things strike one all over 
Japan. Thëre are laws and regulations 
for evèry feeling and emotion. A bride 
wears mourning because she leaves her 
home and her parénts. 
A widower 
mourns three months and then con­ 
soles himself with No. 2. 
A widow 
mourns thirteen moirths. 
.One readily 
sees the difference in estimate of the 
loss of a husband or a -wife, while the 
loss*of a baby under three months is 
n e w looked upon as an occasion for 
mourning.

Springfield, Jan30.—The 
effect 
of the 
“love feast” on the fortunes of the gub- 
bernatoriai candidate« is, for the most 
part, too intangible to be reduced to w rit­ 
ing. The bulk of the applau.se was carried 
off by Yates. H am lin and Lowdin. 
Cer­ 
tainly no candidate for office could ask 
for a more enthusiastic ov.àtion than wa.s 
accorded Governor Yates at every point 
in the meeting which called for any sort 
of demonstration. , Nor could Ham lin or 
Lowdcn complain of any lack of cordiali­ 
ty in the reception accorded them. 


But it is generally conceded th a t the 
man who .secured the most positive re­ 
sults was Congressman W arner, whose 
j)]o;i for poiicc, coupled with his unex- 
jM'ctrtî and forceful lebiike of the “knock­ 
ers’" was the m ost impressive feature of 
th(* meeting. 
The cheers which greeted 
hLs siieecch .showed that he had struck a 
responsive cord and he xmdoubtedly made 
frienils of hundreds who hitherto had re­ 
garder his candidacy with indifference. 


It was made plain, in fact, ail through 
the meeting that the ma.sses of the party 
regard with disfavor all factional fights 
wbii li become a mere personal w arfare. 
I'ven Attornoy General H/imlin, whose 
friendly relations with Sherm an are well 
known, took occasion to adm inister a mild 
rebuke when he said: 
“ We are not here 
to skin each other, but to promote h a r ­ 
mony in the party." 


Tfamlin's speech threatens to change 
souK-what his jiolitical relations with Sher­ 
m an—not on account of the ex tract just 
quoted, but by reason of w hat the a tto r­ 
ney general said on the subject of prim ary 
elections. 
There is a .story out to the 
effect th a t there was an advance, under­ 
standing betw'een H a m lin ,. Sherman, and 
Deneen as to w h at each would say on this 
subject and it is charged now th a t H a m ­ 
lin did not carry out hi.s p a rt of the agree­ 
ment. 
Both Sherm an and Deneen took 
tho ground, in reply to the governor’s plea 
for an effective prim ary election law, th a t 
no law is netuled in addition to those al­ 
ready in force. 
W h at Ham lin .said w.as 
quite contradictory of this. 


“ In regard to primary elections to day,” 
he declared, “There is not a law upon the 
statute books of Illinois governing pri­ 
mary elections that is worth the paper 
upon which it is w’ritten. If you are go­ 
ing to make a primary election law, make 
one that can be enforced. Make a law 
such as is now provided by the Australian 
ballot system, and then you will have a 
law that will do th work.” 


This has offended some of Sherman’s 
friends, w’ho had expected the attorney 
general to lend the weight of his own 
opinion to the words of the McDonough 
candidate. There is no probabilty, how­ 
ever, that Hamlin and Sherman will part 
company to the extent of making future 
combinations between them impossible. 
It ha.s beene supposed all along that 
eventually Hamlin, Sherman and Deneen 
would concentrate their force.s for one of 
th-î 'three and that is still the probable 
thing. 


The “love feast'” was prolific of talk of 
pro.spective combinations. Of course, none 
of these will materialize until the sta te 
convention is a t hand, but that is no bar 
to .speculation. No two of the candidates 
are now closely enough allied to make it 
certain that they will ’eventually amal­ 
gamate their forces. Y'et it becomes cTear- 
er with each pa.ssing day that one of three 
candidate.s—Yates, W arner and Lowden— 
is likely in the end to receive all the votes 
which their combined forces can command 
The place of Rose in po.ssible combina­ 
tions Is as yet UHfixed. lT.sually he has 
been counted j^n “organization” man. Yet 
neither .side is now quite sure of his po­ 
sition—and like the astute politician that 
he is conceded to be, he is likely to keep 
them gue.s.sing for awhile. 


The report that Judge George W.Brown, 
of W'heaton, following his 
resignation 
from the circuit bench, would become a 
candidate for governor, ha^ occasioned no 
uneasiness, apparently among other can­ 
didates. There is general skepticism here 
regarding Judge Brown’s intentions to 
become a candidate. Some mcnihs ago, it 
i.s known, he thought .so seriously of it 
that he sent a friend to Senator Hopkins, 
iifi who.se congressional district he re­ 
sides. 
Senator Hopins, while expre.ssing 
the highest personàl regard, said that he 
was already committed to Governor Y:ates 
and that he could give Judge Brown no 
encouragement. 


Such are the -political conditions that 
Brown could hardly expect to come to 
the state convention with more than his 
own county of Dupage back of him. 


Under these circumstances Judge Brown, 
it may be assumed, is too shrewd a man 
to get into the iight. The real reason for 
his re^igns^n,is, probably that indicated 
in Ws

ing by snow was aflforded during the 
period of rigorous weather. 
In the 
principal wheat growing section, the 
southern district, the crop is very un­ 
even. Expressions of poor prospects 
arc made by m any correspondents 
The crop i.s suffering from adverse 
fall conditioiLs when there was a pro­ 
nounced deficiency m m oisture, and 
the plant has not attained seasonable 
growth. 
D uring the cold wave the 
fields were gen<‘rally well.covered by 
snow.

Ing, îv'itli my first election as mayor of 
Toledo, O./' said SamueJ M. Jones re- 
centJy to a correspondent of tl^e New 
iTork ï*ost. “Prior to that I had been 
a RepublJean Pharisee. I thanked God 
every day that he had made me a mem­ 
ber of the party of high moral ideas. 
One day 1 was induced to let my name 
be used at a convention for nominat­ 
ing a mayor. That was in 1897. There 
were three tickets up in that conven­ 
tion, the regular machine ticket and 
ttyo representing different efforts to 
break the machine. 
My friends got 
after me and had me nominated before 
I was fairly aware what was going on. 
I was royally supported and elected 
arid became the Kepublican niaj'or of 
Toledo. Tiien the fun began. 


“Although I was lifty years old, big 
enough to know better, you will think, 
I was as ignorant as a child of the me­ 
chanical side of politics in public office. 
I didn't know the meaning of the w'ord 
‘machine.’' 
I had never attended a 
caucus in my life. I still cherished the 
old fashioned idea that w’hen a man 
became mayor of a city he accepted 
the otfice and administered it with a 
fiew to the benefi.t of the whole pub­ 
lic and that alone. 
I soon had my 
eyes opened. 
My Republican friends 
crowded around me to tell me to ap­ 
point So-and-so to one place because 
he had swung so many votes in his 
ward and tp approve such and such a 
measure passed in council because the 
party managers were pledged to it, and 
this and that and the other thing of 
the same sort w'ere pressed upon me 
till I w’as made half dizzy, 


“Well, I rejected advice and refused 
favors right and "left and got all the 
party managers down on me as a mat­ 
ter of course. When my term ended, I 
had nothing to show for it on the par­ 
ty’s account except a record for duty 
as well as I could see it. I attended 
tlie Republican convention called to 
nprninate my successor. 
My own re- 
nomination was not thought of for a 
moment by the machine, éîome of my 
old friends came to me nod said: 
‘Jones, I wish we could nominate you. 
Wili you stand and make a fight here?’ 
I answered: ‘No; I’ve had enough.* 
Othera said: ‘See here, Jones, they’ve 
put up a big fight on you because you 
haven’t stood by the party during your 
term, but if you’ll promise to ■»be more 
tractable next term we can nominate 
you now out of hand.’ Said j: ‘My 
friends, you know from what I have 
done in the past just what I' should do 
in the future. I couldn’t do anything 
else If I tried. It isn’t in me.’ 


“Well, they went on and made their 
nomination. Some Democrats came to 
me and talked about my going over to 
their party, but I said: ‘No. Ii you 
want to vote for me you may, but 
am not going to tie myself like a tail 
to any party kite.’ A lot of independ­ 
ent citizens nominated me that year 
and when the votes were counted I w’as 
away ahead of the candidates of both 
the old parties. 
The third time—in 
1901—-I was nominated again as an in­ 
dependent, though the Democrats final­ 
ly indorsed me, and I won once more. 
Then there was a hig combination to 
prevent my getting a nomination again 
from any source; that was last spring. 


1‘A good many people said, ‘Well, this 
isi the last of Jdnes.’ But I had my 
doubts. When I found that the party 
oligarchies were getting all ready to di- 
tide,the spoils after the old fashion be­ 
cause they thought I was dead and 
buried politically and that the great 
.mass of the people, who did not care 
for parties, but did care" for free popu­ 
lar government in the city, were not 
going to have anybody to vote for, I 
said to my wife, ‘I think 1 shall haye 
to run again/ She saiid: ‘Now," don’t be 
so foolish. You Énow you didn’t want 
the office either time, and it’s been 
nothing but aii expense and a worry to 
you. You’re getting old enough to set­ 
tle down and enjoy yqur home and 
have a little ppace.* ‘That’s ail true/ 
said I. 
didn’i^ want Üie «fflee,. and I 
have had a lot of hard wbr^^^ But when 
they say I’m dead and buried I want 
to see .whether that is a fact I believe 
there are more,people in this city who 
want me and heed mè thán there aré 
poUticians who want to seé the last of 
me.* 
’ 


“ So I wrote a short address to thé 
people a j^ carried it to the n e w ^ ap ^ . 
We have three dalles in Toledo-r-Re- 
pnbllcan, democratic and ^dppen^ent 
All refused to print it. Thèÿ differéd in 
every ojther respect but ,t6 ^ were á 
unit on the anti-Jon^s proposition. Tl&ey ; 
had agreed among thèmselyés that they 
would not notice-me in { any. 
I 
tried to jget my address iiitq jone, of 
them ^ =paÿV“g &r it as an advertise- 
ment at ^pace rates, butllt.was no use. 
'i'here was pniy. one.tt^^ 
tor me to 
do.' I callâ my son Paul, who plays 
the stxop^ne in oitf band. ‘,^n,* said 
I, ‘get your instrument and coinè down 
the .stoeet this evening ■ ^th inê.

“We did that. He played ‘Killamey* 
end played it well. 
A lot of people 
stopf^d to listen, and when he finish­ 
ed 1 began ray story. In a few minutes 
we Iiad a crowd there, which gradually 
swelled till it reached a thousand. At 
the end of my storj' I struek'into a 
speech. I told the people that 1 was 
going to stand for mayor again, all by 
myself, I was not going to have any 
organization. We’d get along without 
oimmittees or officers or any of that 
sort of thing. 
I just wanted to see 
what kind of government the people 
them^lves wished. 


“The Jones boom was launched that 
night. We kept the thing up and gave 
the old par|:ies a . steady struggle tUl 
election day. 
When the votes were 
counted I was ahead again, and here 
I am. I really enjoyed the single hand­ 
ed campaign. 
It was inspiring. 
Do 
you remember what W'alt Whitman 
says about being loved by strangers 
about the ej^es that loll at you as you 
pass? Well, I have know'n w'hat that 
feeling is. I was elected by the ideal 
democracy, the plain people, wlio don’t 
ask anything and don’t want an3'thing 
but to be treated as men and equals.” 
“Where do the clergy of the city 
stand on your case? Did you have any 
support from them?” 


“Oh, I get a volley from some pulpit 
every little while. The preachers abuse 
me for not enforcing the liquor law. 
My answer is a very simple one. ‘Go 
ahead,’ I say, ‘and impeach me. 
I 
won’t resist. Turn me out of my office. 
I didn’t want it in the first place, and 
I’m all ready to give it up now.’ But 
they never have accepted my chal­ 
lenge.” 


“You say that you would not resist 
impeachment?’* 


“Why should I? I never found any 
profit in fighting. Our business even is 
run withoût litigation. We have valua­ 
ble patents. We see them infringed 
every day by our competitoi*s, but we 
never appeal to the courts. I have no 
use for such institutions. We make bad 
debts now* and then, but we never sue 
to collect them. We employ no attor­ 
neys, and yet we get along just as well 
apparently as those who do.”' 


“But though you despise courts you 
must direct the operations of the po­ 
lice?” 


“My friend, I couldn’t tell you the 
name of the chief of police without 
stopping to think. I know that he is 
chosen by the board of public safety 
under civil service rules. They’ve jug­ 
gled with those things so much in try­ 
ing to tie my hands that I know little 
more about them than you do. Why, I 
have better uses for men than locking 
them up.” 


“What do you do with your time, 
pray?” 


“Improve the city wherever I can see 
it needs improvement and the power of 
the mayor is adequate. I talie the 
morning usually to look around. I don’t 
eat any breakfast That saves me an 
hour in the best part of the day. While 
others are breakfasting I walk about 
Toledo. I usually foot it for four or five 
miles, looking after things myself in­ 
stead of trusting to others to do it for 
me. I ^et my fill of good, fresh morn­ 
ing air and feel better for it Then I 
get around to our works by 11 or half 
past so as to take dinner with the 
men.” 


I saw the works later in the day and 
the dinner hall, which is hung with 
pictures and mottoes. There is a stage 
on one side, with musical instruments, 
which are played by the members of 
the Golden Rule band when they meet 
from time to time. Close by i3 the 
Golden Rule park, where the children 
have swings and sand,, piles and the 
workmen gather on fine Sunday after­ 
noons now and then to hear spe^hes 
from orators who are friends of the 
head of the shop. Across the street is a 
Golden Rule kindergarten, where the 
little ones in the operatives’ families 
have their young minds trained. 
, 
“These things seeni to me as good as 
the address to the people which the 
newspapers refused to print for you,” 
t .reiuajked to thé mayor. 


His shrewd eyes were guilty for the

“I got even with the newspapars,’* 
said he# “I appended that campaign 
document to my annual message tQ the 
city fathers.

with great intensity all of tlie dif­ 
ferent rays that are produced in a 
vacuum tube. The radiation, meas­ 
ured by means of an electroscope, is 
at least a million times more pow'er- 
ful than that from an equal quan­ 
tity of uranium. 
A charged elec­ 
troscope placed at a distance of sev­ 
eral meters can be discharged by a 
few centigrams of a radium- salt. 
One can also; discharge an electro­ 
scope through a screen of glass or 
lead five or six centimeters thick. 
Photographic plates placed in the 
vicinity of radium are alinost in^ 
stantly affected if no screen inter­ 
cepts the rays. 
With screens the 
action is slow^er, but it still takes 
place through very thick ones if the 
exposure is sufficiently long. Eadi- 
uih can therefore be used in the pro­ 
duction of iadiographs.—Mme. Cu­ 
rie in Century. 


Sleeping Car Porters. 


E. H. Harriman intends to sub­ 
stitute w’hite porters for negroes on 
sleeping and parlor cars on the Un­ 
ion-Pacific road. This change is to 
be made gradually and is of an ex­ 
perimental character. 
The Union 
Pacific passenger department has 
received complaints for nearly a year 
that negro porters were impudent 
and inattentive to their duties ex­ 
cept when in receipt of liberal tips. 
In fact, in some instances aggressive 
insistence upon tips has become a 
crying nuisance. Orders have gone 
out on some divisions of the Union 
Pacific system to dispense with ne­ 
gro porters and employ in their 
stead white men at an advance of 
$12.50 per month in wages. 
The 
reason assigned is “for the good of 
the service.” If white porters prove 
effective and lacceptable the chtoge 
will probably he made* general on aU 
Harrimaa transcontinental lines.

Individual Chicken Pies. 


Individual chicken pies can be 
baked in deep saucers or in tins, but 
small stone china bowls are better. 
Cut up young chickens at every 
joint, making four pieces of the 
back and of the breast; cover with 
cold water and simmer until tender. 
Cover the bottom of each bowl with 
minced salt pork and lay upon this 
a piece of dark meat and one of 
light. 
Allow a bit of liver or giz­ 
zard to each also and tuck in two 
tiny parboiled onions or a saltspoon- 
fjil of a minced onion that has 
been parboUed. 
Four potato mar­ 
bles, also parboiled, come next and 
three small cubes of pastry. Thick­ 
en the liquor in which the chicken 
was boiled with a generous lump of 
butter rolled in flour, season with 
pepper and chopped parsley. 
The 
pork will furnish salt. 
Pour the 
gravy over the contents of each 
bowl up to the brim, cover with 
pastry, make $ slit in the top and 
flake .in; a good oyen. 
fcover with 
paper for half an hour, then brown 
quickly.

These are some of the things Profess 
or George E. Vincent said recently ia 
an address on “Fads and Fashions" be­ 
fore the Isaiah Woman’s tííúb in Chica­ 
go. He declared further, says the Chi­ 
cago Tribune, that “every one is bound 
in fashion’s shackles; neither man nor 
woman is free.” 


“Men who are indifferent to fashiod 
in clothes,’' he said, “are victims of 
fashion in something else.” 


In order not to make the women, too 
prominent in his picture of fashion’s 
servitors Professor Vincent charaeter- 
iued George Washington’s fastidious 
ness as “a shining example of man's 
subservience to punctilio. 


Not to be too flattering to fashion, the 
lecturer described the evolution of the 
dréss sleeve from the short put 
sleeve of 1807 until it attained “the 
size of a dress skirt” and through its 
changes to the style that now is pre* 
vailing. 


“It íc a tentative »psychological theo­ 
ry,” he declared, *\hat only a certain 
amount of energy can be used and that 
this is distributed in such a way that 
what is lost in one direction is made up 
in another. This seems true of fashion! 
When all the energy was expended iü 
bustle and crinoline the sleeves suf­ 
fered. When the sleeves swelled the 
bustle and the crinoline disappeared; 
The sleeve now has started on another 
mad career, and no man or -woman can 
tell where it will end.” 


Professor Vincent soon abandoned 
the dress question and talked of fads 
and ^fashions of all kinds. 
To show 
that they have lived and died he named 
the following among the departed: 
Croquet. 
P ain ted dustpans. 


The bicycle. 
P ain ted rolling pins. * 


Tlddledew inks. 
B lue g lass treatm ent. 
P igs in th e clover. 
Plngpong. 


Tennis. 


Over these the lecturer inscribed the 
following epitaph: “They have all left 
their influence.” 


Among the living fads he named: 
P u ttin g and lofting gólf balls. 
T he high m odish handshake. 
The G ibson craze in a rt. 
The autom obile. 
Appendicitis. 
“All of you,” urged Professor Vin­ 
cent, “probably have experienced the 
humiliation of trying to shake hands 
with some modish person who places 
the hand at an impossible position and 
waits for you to finii it. Congress had 
enacted a law requiring all railroads to 
make their train couplers the samé 
altitude. Congress would do an excels 
lent thing if it would fix the height at 
which persons should shake hands.” 
The changes in architectural fashions 
were dwelt upon by the. speaker, whd 
characterized Michigan avenue as “a 
museum of architècture, 
from the 
frame cottage, built immediately after 
the fire, to the French chateau of the 
millionaire.” 
As an example of thé 
slavery to fads Professor Vincent point­ 
ed to the rise and fall of the bicycle. 


“We pick up our notions,” explained 
Professor Vincent, “in various ways. 
We get opinions from others—from 
strong personalities. 
We assimilati 
their ideas and accept them as authori­ 
ty. 
If we know a man ta be well 
dressed by reputation we observe hìg 
dress, regard him as authority and 
imitate him. It is the same with every­ 
thing as it is with dress.” 


The lecturer divided imitation into 
two classes—“reversifiai imitation,” to 
express devotion for a leader, and 
“competitive imitation,” expressed In 
social rivalry. As an example he point­ 
ed to the woman in society who tries! 
to outdo her neighbor in society in prod 
igality. 
“This sort has reached such 
an exaggerated form among savages,” 
declared the speaker, “that parents kill 
tfceir daughters in babyhood to save 
her wedding*eip0nses.”

Professor Vincent urged «very one to 
seek the company of superiors rather 
than of inferiors. 


“To admit inferiority is one of the:

It i& the iéiile 
oif inferiority that spurs us on.’*

It is understood that a further 
proposition will be presented to the 
Alton people. 
Namely that if they 
will be 
build 
the 
branch from 
Springfield to 
Sinclair, which has 
already been located the citizens of 
Jacksonville will 
extend 
the line 
from this city to Winchester at their 
own expense. 


The location of the Alton shops 
in this city would be a splendid thing 
for 
Jacksonville 
and 
from 
the 
standpoint of enterprise the business 
men and citizens generally cannot 
be too liberal in offering substantial 
inducements. 
A 
shortsightedness 
policy some years ago lost, the Al­ 
ton shops that are now located at 
Roodhouse and a second mistake of 
*uch a character should be avoided. 


There is no reason why this eity 
should not in the near future be­ 
come a division point for the Chi­ 
cago, Burlington it Quincy and Chi­ 
cago & Alton railroads, and it is 
certainly in order and high time 
that efforts should be put forth to­ 
ward the accomplishment of both of 
these purposes. The liberal offer of 
Mr. Cherry shows that he has ever 
the welfare of the city at heart and 
it is hoped that the efforts he has 
put forth will result in something 
tangible.
